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Commander's  Message 

This  Is  My  Country 


Jack  W.  Flynt 


His  name  was  Henry  Teubel.  I'll 
never  forget  the  sound  of  his  thick 
German  accent  that  seemed  so  out  of 
place  in  our  small  Texas  school- 
house,  nor  will  I  forget  the  morning 
he  spoke  to  our  class  about  the 
meaning  of  Armistice  Day. 

It  was  during  the  1930s  and  we 
were  all  young  and  impatient.  At 
first,  we  didn't  comprehend  some  of 
the  things  Mr.  Teubel  was  talking 
about,  but  we  sat  perfectly  still  and 
listened  anyway.  It  was  more  than 
politeness;  I  think  now  it  was  the 
way  he  spoke — with  such  sincerity 
and  obvious  depth  of  feeling — that 
commanded  our  attention.  What  he 
was  saying  just  had  to  be  very,  very 
important. 

I  remember  that  he  spoke  of  patri- 
otism, of  sacrifice  and  of  debts  that 
could  never  be  repaid.  He  talked 
about  courage  and  character.  He  told 
us  about  the  importance  of  faith 
and  hope  and  devotion  to  country. 
He  told  us  that  the  United  States 
was  a  free  land  like  no  other  in  the 
world,  and  he  explained  that  other 
nations  were  losing  their  freedoms 
at  that  very  moment.  And  he  spoke 
about  religious  freedom  in  America 
and  about  the  blessings  for  which  it 
was  responsible.  Through  it  all,  I  al- 
so remember,  his  eyes  kept  drifting 
back  to  the  48-star  flag  standing  in 
the  corner.  I  don't  know  how  long 


Mr.  Teubel  talked,  but  we  all  were 
beginning  to  understand  what  he  was 
talking  about. 

When  he  had  finished  speaking, 
he  asked  us  to  pledge  allegiance  to 
the  flag,  with  him  leading.  When 
we  came  to  the  part  which  read,  "... 
and  to  the  republic  for  which  it 
stands,"  I  remember  not  being  able 
to  take  my  eyes  off  Old  Glory.  It 
had  never  before  looked  quite  so 
important,  so  beautiful,  so  vibrant. 
"This  is  my  country,"  I  thought. 
"This  great  land  is  .  .  .  my  country, 
and  I  love  it,  too."  My  eyes  over- 
flowed with  pride. 

That  was  nearly  a  half  century 
ago.  Yet^  even  now,  whenever  I  par- 
ticipate in  a  Veterans  Day  ceremony 
or  see  our  flag  pass  in  a  parade,  Mr. 
Teubel  and  that  morning  of  long  ago 
flash  through  my  mind  and  I  feel 
again  the  pride  I  felt  then. 

This  month  we  celebrate  not  only 
Veterans  Day,  but  also  Thanksgiv- 
ing Day.  It  occurs  to  me  that  these 
two  holidays  have  much  in  common, 
not  the  least  of  which  is  that  on  both 
we  should  offer  thanksgiving  for  our 
bounty  and  thank  God  for  His  guid- 
ance and  protection.  While  Thanks- 
giving Day  still  receives  a  great  deal 
of  attention,  much  of  the  zeal  we 
once  exhibited  in  our  celebration  of 
Veterans  Day  has  disappeared.  In 
our  enjoyment  of  plenty,  we  seem  to 
have  lost  memory  of  those  defenders 
who  protected  our  abundance.  Too 
many  of  us  remember  the  holiday, 
but  forget  the  veteran  it  honors. 

Why?  It  might  be  because  our 
schools  don't  emphasize  patriotism 
as  they  once  did.  It  might  be  because 
television  and  some  other  forms  of 
entertainment  have  taught  us  cyni- 
cism while  they  mocked  our  values. 
It  might  be  because  we  seem  a  bit 
hesitant,  perhaps  even  ashamed,  to 
talk  about  such  traditional  values 
as  patriotism,  duty,  honor  and  de- 
votion to  our  comrades-in-arms. 

Regardless,  it  is  our  responsibility 
as  veterans  and  Legionnaires  to  en- 
sure that  the  meaning  of  Veterans 
Day  is  not  obscured  or  forgotten. 
It's  our  day  and  it's  for  us  to  show 
what  it  means.  First,  I  think  it's  a 
day  of  celebration,  not  of  mourning. 
It's  a  day  of  thanksgiving;  a  day  to 
count  our  blessings.  It's  a  time  to

Should  Government  Lift 


Restrictions  On  Industrial  Homework? 


Yes.

The  Department  of  La- 
bor's prohibition  on  industrial 
homework — the  production  of  goods 
by  a  person  in  his  or  her  home  for 
an  employer — should  be  abolished. 
For  almost  40  years,  this  provision 
has  denied  people  the  opportunity 
to  work  at  home  making  seven  spe- 
cific kinds  of  products:  knitted  out- 
erwear, women's  apparel,  jewelry, 
gloves,  buttons  and  buckles,  hand- 
kerchiefs and  embroidery.  The  only 
exceptions  are  for  the  elderly  and  the  disabled. 

Like  many  of  my  colleagues  in  Congress  and  our  con- 
stituents across  the  nation,  I  am  appalled  that  this  kind 
of  independent  work  is  deemed  illegal.  Why  should  the 
federal  government  prevent  people  from  working  in  the 
comfort  and  privacy  of  their  own  homes?  Many  persons 
would  welcome  the  opportunity  to  work  in  their  homes 
and  are  frequently  finding  ways  to  acomplish  this  goal. 
A  worker  who  knits  outerwear  at  home,  for  example,  can 
save  the  transportation  expenses  involved  in  commuting 
to  and  from  work  in  a  factory.  If  young  children  are  in- 
volved, child  care  expenses  can  be  spared  and  the  child 
will  have  the  opportunity  to  be  with  a  parent. 

Yet  these  tremendous  advantages  are  ignored  by  those 
whose  own  interests  are  served  by  this  prohibition  and 
who,  therefore,  oppose  its  repeal.  The  prohibition  against 
homework  in  the  seven  specified  areas  is  obviously  the 
result  of  pressures  brought  to  bear  by  special  interests. 
Secretary  of  Labor  Raymond  Donovan  proposed  earlier 
this  year  that  these  regulations  be  repealed,  but  the  let- 
ters received  during  the  comment  period  came  in  large 
numbers  from  labor  interests  opposed  to  the  proposal. 

In  1943,  the  industial  homework  prohibition  measure 
was  enacted,  in  large  part,  because  organized  labor  (par- 
ticularly the  garment  unions)  and  large-scale  manufac- 
turers feared  that  small  businesses  making  use  of  home 
production  could  achieve  lower  overhead  costs,  evade 
wage  and  hour  requirements  for  their  workers,  and  un- 
dercut established  firms  in  the  marketplace.  It  is  also 
far  more  difficult  for  unions  to  organize  workers  in  scat- 
tered homes  than  it  is  if  they  are  all  together  in  one 
factory. 

While  the  unions  complain  that  workers  in  the  home 
are  being  exploited  and  may  even  be  violating  child  la- 
bor laws,  their  cries  mask  their  real  concern  that  indus- 
trial homeworkers  may  produce  cheaper  and  better  prod- 
ucts than  those  made  in  factories  under  union  conditions. 

More  important  than  all  the  arguments  of  convenience 
and  competition,  however,  is  the  issue  of  personal  liberty. 
The  homework  prohibition  is  an  unjustified  intrusion  by 
the  federal  government  into  the  personal  liberty  of  indi- 
viduals. Voluntary  working  arrangements  of  this  nature 
should  be  a  private  matter,  not  an  area  for  federal  reg- 
ulation. This  intrusive  policy,  supported  by  special  labor 
interests,  should  be  repealed  a  soon  as  possible.

The  proposal  by  Secre- 
tary of  Labor  Raymond  Donovan  to 
abolish  the  prohibition  on  industrial 
homework  in  seven  industries  would 
lead  to  the  massive  proliferation  of 
sweatshops  and  the  exploitation  of 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  garment 
workers,  mainly  women  and  chil- 
dren. 

No  one  has  proposed  that  all  com- 
mercial homework  be  prohibited. 
The  current  restriction  has  only 
been  enforced  in  a  few  industries  characterized  by  "ex- 
ceptionally high  rates  of  violations  of  the  minimum  wage, 
overtime  and  child  labor  protections"  of  the  Fair  Labor 
Standards  Act.  In  industries  where  such  violations  are 
nonexistent,  there  is  no  such  restriction  on  homework 
and  none  is  proposed. 

But  in  the  garment  trade,  brutal  working  conditions 
have  persisted  despite  efforts  to  reduce  the  violations. 
Eliminating  the  homework  ban  and  sharply  reducing  the 
number  of  enforcement  agents,  as  the  Administration  has 
proposed,  will  result  in  a  dramatic  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  worksites,  making  it  impossible  to  curb  violations 
of  the  law. 

The  rural  ski  hat  knitters  whose  protests  provoked 
Donovan's  decision  are  not  representative  of  most  gar- 
ment workers.  Hundreds  of  thousands  of  urban  garment 
workers  labor  in  unsafe,  cramped  worksites  for  meager 
salaries.  The  director  of  California's  labor  standards  en- 
forcement program  says  he  has  never  found  a  garment 
homeworker  earning  the  minimum  wage.  It  is  impossible 
to  anticipate  improvement  in  this  shameful  record  under 
Donovan's  proposal. 

The  inability  to  enforce  current  laws  in  a  homework 
setting  affects  more  than  just  garment  workers.  Few  of 
their  employers  deduct  taxes  or  pay  into  Social  Security, 
unemployment  compensation  and  workers'  compensation 
programs.  The  loss  to  the  Treasury  exceeds  hundreds  of 
millions  of  dollars  annually,  and  would  rise  sharply. 

Some  of  the  harshest  criticism  of  the  proposal  has 
come  from  the  garment  industry  itself.  "This  would  liter- 
ally pull  the  rug  out  from  under  the  entire  American 
apparel  industry,"  an  industry  spokesman  recently  testi- 
fied. Especially  hard  hit  would  be  the  typical  small  busi- 
nessman who  could  not  hope  to  compete  with  illegally 
operated  domestic  sweatshops.  Secretary  Donovan  has 
acknowledged  that  under  his  proposal  "policing  will  be 
far  more  difficult"  and  workers  "would  be  more  abused." 

The  small  number  of  anti-labor  zealots  who  have  en- 
dorsed Donovan's  plan  appear  unconcerned  with  its  ef- 
fect on  small  businesses,  the  garment  industry  or  the 
workers.  They  believe  that  any  economic  arrangement 
between  two  parties  should  be  accepted  by  government. 
In  the  garment  trade,  such  a  view  merely  sanctions  the 
economic  exploitation  of  defenseless  people.  Preventing 
such  abuse  is  one  of  government's  basic  responsibilities.

News  to  Use 


Winter's  Energy  Forecast  Brighter 

You'll  get  two  breaks  this  winter  that  you  haven't  had  in  recent  years 
1)  heating  fuel  will  be  plentiful,  and  2)  costs  will  rise  only  moderately. 
Here's  the  situation: 

Oil:  There's  virtually  a  glut,  causing  prices  to  slack  off  a  bit  during  sum- 
mer and  fall.  Some  upturns  will  appear  in  the  months  ahead,  but  they  will 
be  comparatively  small. 

Gas:  No  supply  problems  here  either,  but  prices  will  edge  up  a  bit. 

Meantime,  flushed  with  their  mighty  sales  success  last  year  (800,000 
units),  the  makers  of  portable  kerosene  heaters  this  season  are  shooting 
for  around  a  million  and  a  quarter.  One  big  help  will  be  the  decline,  or 
removal,  of  restrictions  on  sales,  both  at  the  state  and  local  level.  At  least 
one  maker  now  is  enlarging  his  line  to  include  a  miniversion  of  central 
heating.  If  you  are  thinking  about  buying  one  of  the  portable  variety,  shop 
around,  because  prices  are  being  cut  competitively.  To  determine  your 
proper  BTU  requirements,  multiply  the  square  footage  of  your  room  by  28. 

Science  Sets  Sights  On  Cures  For 

Now  that  the  season  for  colds,  flu  and  pneumonia  is  approaching,  older 
persons  should  be  aware  that  Medicare  will  pay  "100  percent  of  the  reason- 
able charges  for  pneumococcal  pneumonia  vaccine  and  its  administration  to  a 
patient  if  it  is  ordered  by  a  physician." 

Pneumococcal  pneumonia  vaccine  is  a  fairly  recent  medical  advance  that 
provides  immunization  against  the  nastier  of  the  two  major  types  of  pneu- 
monia (the  other  type  is  viral  pneumonia,  induced  by  a  virus,  pneumococcal 
pneumonia  is  the  work  of  bacteria) .  One  injection  is  good  for  about  five  years, 
is  compatible  with  flu  shots  and  costs  about  $5  (exclusive  of  doctor's  fees) . 

Before  development  of  the  vaccine,  victims  usually  had  only  one  recourse 
— hospitalization  and  treatment  via  antibiotics.  Even  so,  pneumococcal 
pneumonia  became  the  nation's  fifth  leading  cause  of  death,  which  is  why 
the  vaccine  now  is  included  in  Medicare  coverage.  On  the  other  hand,  there 
isn't  any  vaccine  for  viral  pneumonia  as  yet,  but  it  generally  is  not  as  dan- 
gerous and  can  be  treated  after  incidence. 

Many  of  the  major  pharmaceutical  houses  are  now  training  their  sights 
on  another  potent  enemy,  herpes,  which  has  been  spreading  rapidly,  and  for 
which  there  is  no  known  cure.  This  sore-producing  affliction  (called  "cold 
sores"  or  "oral  herpes"  in  its  milder  form  and  "genital  herpes"  in  severe 
cases)  is  caused  by  a  virus,  hence  the  researchers  are  concentrating  on  a 
drug  that  can  interfere  with  reproduction  of  the  pest. 

Facts  That  Are  Worth  Knowing 

Better  Mileage:  "Automotive  News"  has  found  that  a  major  reason  for 
low  mileage  in  cars  is  lack  of  routine  maintenance,  particularly  when  they 
are  used  for  short-distance  hauls  (stop-and-go  driving  is  rough  on  vehicles). 
What  owners  tend  to  neglect  most  are:  engine  timing,  idle  speed,  air  filter, 
fuel  filter  and  crankcase  breather  filter. 

Power  Loss:  If  your  electric  power  is  temporarily  knocked  out  by  storms, 
utilities  have  these  survival  tips:  Be  sure  you  have  flashlights  that  work;  a 
fireplace  or  space  heater  is  handy  if  your  heating  system  goes  dead,  but  they 
must  be  properly  ventilated;  don't  burn  charcoal  indoors  or  use  your  gas 
stove  for  heating  (it  can  overheat  and  cause  a  fire) ;  keep  water  trickling  from 
faucets  to  prevent  freezing;  don't  open  refrigerator  or  freezer  doors  except 
when  absolutely  necessary,  and  have  a  battery-powered  radio  available  to 
keep  up  with  the  storm  situation. 

Wine:  Vintners  are  borrowing  a  marketing  tactic  from  brewers — they're 
starting  to  put  wine  (mainly  the  sparkling  type)  into  six-packs  for  sale 
in  supermarkets.  Price:  About  $1  per  six-ounce  bottle.  Some  years  back, 
the  same  idea  was  shelved  when  the  wine  makers  tried  to  use  cans  instead 
of  bottles.  It  didn't  work  because  suitable  can  liners  weren't  available.

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Protecting 
The  Few 

.  .  .  guarantees  the  freedom 
of  all  and  has  been 
the  Secret  Service's 
job  for  75  years

Special  Agent  Jerry  Parr,  chief  of  President  Reagan's 
bodyguards,  never  even  saw  John  Hinckley.  As  soon  as 
he  heard  the  shots  fired  on  that  cruel  March  afternoon 
in  front  of  the  Washington  Hilton,  true  to  his  Secret  Ser- 
vice training,  he  pushed  the  President  into  the  waiting 
limousine. 

"You  react  to  the  sound  and  seek  the  safest  place, 
which  was  behind  the  door  and  into  the  car,"  he  later 
told  a  Senate  subcommittee. 

Parr  plunged  into  the  car  after  the  President  and 
landed  on  top  of  him  and  the  transmission  adviser,  a 
communications  device  situated  between  the  seats.  Out- 
side the  car,  Special  Agent  Timothy  McCarthy  flung 
himself  directly  in  front  of  the  gunman,  deliberately

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shielding  the  President  and  Parr 
with  his  body  so  that  his  own  abdo- 
men took  the  next  shot.  He  crumpled 
to  the  pavement  as  Parr  ordered  the 
driver  to  head  for  the  safety  of  the 
White  House. 

Parr  pushed  the  President  up  to 
a  normal  sitting  position  and  ran  his 
hands  over  Reagan's  body.  "He  was 
complaining  that  I  hurt  his  ribs," 
he  told  the  Senators.  The  President 
was  having  trouble  breathing,  was 
ashen  and  coughing  up  blood.  Parr 
ordered  the  driver  to  get  to  George 
Washington  Hospital  immediately. 
No  more  than  15  seconds  had 
elapsed  from  Parr's  first  terse  com- 
mand to  the  order  that  sent  the 
limousine  away  on  its  successful 
race  against  death. 

On  April  7 — as  McCarthy  lay 
seriously  wounded  in  the  hospital — 
Congress  approved  a  resolution 
commending  the  patriotism  and 
dedication  shown  by  him  and  Parr. 
When  the  President  was  attacked, 
both  had  shown  the  quickness  of 
mind  and  body  that  is  trained  into 
a  Secret  Service  agent  until  it  be- 
comes almost  instinctive.  Parr  re- 
served his  own  praise  for  fellow 
agent  McCarthy. 

"I  think  what  Timothy  McCarthy 
did  was  most  heroic,"  he  said.  "He 
made  himself  bigger  than  life.  He 
interposed  himself  between  the  as- 
sailant and  the  President,  and  prob- 
ably saved  the  President's  life  and 
my  life." 

Such  selfless  heroism  has  become 
a  trademark  of  the  Secret  Service, 
which  was  established  in  1865  for 
the  sole  purpose  of  combating  coun- 
terfeiting— a  problem  which  had 
grown  to  epidemic  proportions  dur- 
ing the  Civil  War.  So  widespread 
was  the  problem  that  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  Hugh  McCulloch  went 
to  see  President  Lincoln  on  April 
14,  1865,  with  a  proposal. 

"I  think  we  should  have  a  regular 
permanent  force  whose  job  it  will  be 
to  put  these  counterfeiters  out  of 
business!"  he  said. 

"I  think  you  have  the  right  idea, 
Hugh,"  replied  Lincoln.  "You  work 
it  out  your  own  way."  Those  were 
the  last  words  McCulloch  ever  heard 
Lincoln  utter,  for  that  night  John 
Wilkes  Booth  shot  the  President  at 
Ford's  Theater.  A  city  policeman  as- 
signed to  guard  the  President  had 
strolled  away,  leaving  him  to  the 


mercy  of  the  assassin. 

Three  months  later,  on  July  5, 
1865,  the  Secret  Service  Division  of 
the  Treasury  Department  was  es- 
tablished with  a  chief  and  a  squad 
of  10  men,  but  their  duties  did  not 
include  the  protection  of  the  Chief 
Executive  even  though  Lincoln  had 
just  been  murdered.  Not  even  the 
assassinations  of  Presidents  Garfield 
in  1881  and  McKinley  in  1901  pre- 
cipitated such  a  broadening  of  Se- 
cret Service  responsibilities. 

It  was  not  until  1906  that  the  Con- 
gress finally  authorized  the  Secret 
Service  to  protect  the  President.  In 
1922,  at  President  Harding's  re- 
quest, the  Secret  Service  was  em- 
powered to  establish  a  White  House 
police  force  known  today  as  the  Ex- 
ecutive Protective  Service.  It  not 
only  provides  security  at  the  White 
House,  but  also  at  the  Vice  Presi- 
dential residence,  foreign  diplomatic 
missions  and  elsewhere  as  the  Presi- 
dent may  direct.  However,  none  of 
the  protection  was  on  a  permanent 
basis,  but  was  reviewed  annually 
when  the  budget  for  the  Treasury 
was  discussed. 

Finally,  on  July  4,  1951,  a  bill  giv- 
ing the  Secret  Service  permanency 
was  sent  to  the  White  House,  86 
years  after  the  Service  started.  When 
President  Truman  signed  the  bill,  he 


remarked  with  characteristic  candor, 
"Well,  it's  wonderful  to  know  that 
the  work  of  protecting  me  has  at  last 
become  legal." 

Since  the  Secret  Service  had,  at 
last,  become  "legal,"  training  facili- 
ties near  Brunswick,  GA,  and  at 
Beltsville,  MD,  were  established. 
There,  recruits  receive  four  months 
of  initial  training  in  everything  from 
counterfeit  investigation  to  sharp- 
shooting. 

Agents  also  become  adept  at  judo, 
karate,  bomb  detection,  high  speed 
pursuit  and  defensive  driving. 
Above  all,  they  learn  to  work  as  a 
team,  each  knowing  what  the  others' 
capabilities  are  in  an  emergency. 

Applicants  must  have  a  college 
degree  in  any  field  or  the  equivalent 
in  education  and  work  experience, 
must  be  under  35,  in  top  physical 
condition,  have  20/20  vision  in  one 
eye  and  at  least  20/40  in  the  other, 
be  able  to  deal  with  people  and  work 
under  intense  pressure. 

"An  agent  must  be  honest  and  ex-

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/Medicine's  /Magnificent 

Journey 


The  medical  wisdom  of  Hippocrates 
was  followed  without  question  for 
hundreds  of  years  after  his  death. 


Bizarre  techniques, 
mistaken  assumptions 
and  bountiful  ignorance 
guided  medicine  in 
centuries  past 


Convinced  that  nearly  every 
illness  could  be  cured  by  blood- 
letting, physicians  recommended 
the  treatment  with  alarming 
regularity.

In  a  bright  room  at  a  Midwestern 
hospital,  surgeons  deftly  open  a 
patient's  chest.  They  also  make  an 
incision  in  his  leg.  With  skilled  fin- 
gers, the  doctors  remove  a  diseased 
piece  of  artery  near  the  heart  and 
replace  it  with  a  section  taken  from 
a  vessel  in  the  leg.  Blood  will  again 
flow  unimpeded  from  the  man's 
heart. 

Throughout  the  operation  the 
man  has  slept.  All  has  gone  well. 
Surgeons  close  and  bandage  the  in- 
cisions, confident  that  their  patient 
will  live  many  more  years.  The  sur- 
gery, they  say,  was  "routine." 

Doctors  have  not  always  been  so 
capable — time  was  when  physicians 
lost  more  patients  than  they  saved. 
Bizarre  techniques,  mistaken  as- 
sumptions and  bountiful  ignorance 
guided  medicine  in  centuries  past. 
But  always  a  glimmer  of  light  has 
shown  the  way  along  medicine's 
magnificent  journey. 

A  pair  of  ancient  Greeks — Hippoc- 
rates and  Galen — put  civilized 
medicine  on  the  right  track.  Hippoc- 
rates purged  the  healing  arts  of  spir- 
its and  goblins  and  gave  us  a  medical 
philosophy  that  doctors  today  still 
swear  to  uphold.  And  Galen,  although 
he  never  conducted  a  single  autopsy, 


wrote  500  books  on  anatomy  and 
medicine. 

They  were,  however,  far  from  per- 
fect. One  or  the  other  believed  air 
traveled  the  arteries  along  with 
blood,  the  heart's  center  contained 
perforations,  boy  and  girl  babies 
were  born  from  different  wombs,  the 
liver  had  five  lobes,  the  uterus  seven 
chambers,  and  on  and  on.  Despite 
misconceptions,  some  of  what  they 
wrote  was  correct  and  more  was  be- 
ing learned.  Enlightened  medicine 
had  a  start. 

Then  came  the  Dark  Ages  and 
medical  science  virtually  ceased  its 
journey  forward.  Surgery  came  to  be 
performed  not  by  physicians,  but 
by  barbers.  Red  and  white  barber 
poles  still  symbolize  the  blood  and 
bandages  characteristic  of  the  me- 
dieval barber-surgeon. 

Opium  and  alcohol  served  as 
crude  anesthetics,  but  most  surgery 
patients  simply  were  tied  or  held 
on  the  operating  table.  It  was  not 
uncommon  for  a  patient  to  commit 
suicide  rather  than  undergo  surgery. 
Doctors  rarely  used  sutures.  In- 
stead, they  cauterized  wounds  with 
a  red-hot  iron. 

A  surgeon's  best  weapon  against 
pain  was  speed.  The  less  time  he 
spent  operating,  the  less  pain  his 
patient    endured.    One  sawbones 


boasted  of  amputating  a  leg  in  45 
seconds.  And  amputation  was  the 
order  of  the  day.  Compound  frac- 
tures of  legs  and  arms  were  rou- 
tinely removed  rather  than  set  and 
bandaged.  Nearly  half  the  amputees 
never  recovered. 

Many  hospitals  were  centers  of 
squalor.  Vermin  thrived.  Patients 
sometimes  recuperated  four  or  more 
in  a  single  bed.  In  religious  hospi- 
tals, the  sick  sometimes  were  made 
to  follow  the  fasting  rules  prescribed 
by  the  church.  The  stench  in  some 
institutions  was  so  strong  that  hos- 
pital staff  burned  orange  and  lemon 
peels  to  mask  the  odor.  Or,  they 
breathed  through  cloths  soaked  in 
vinegar  to  avoid  the  foul  air. 

Human  systems  were  badly  mis- 
understood. Well  meaning  physi- 
cians first  attempted  blood  transfu- 
sions by  mouth.  They  even  tried  us- 
ing blood  from  sheep  and  cats. 

In  1490,  Pope  Innocent  VIII  lay 
dying  of  old  age.  His  physician  hit 
upon  a  plan  for  rejuvenating  the 
Pontiff  and  making  medical  history 
at  the  same  time.  Blood  from  young 
boys,  he  reasoned,  would  reverse  the 
aging  process  and  make  the  Pope 
young  again.  From  young  vein  to 
old  vein  the  blood  flowed,  but  the 
concept  was  flawed.  In  the  end, 
three  youngsters  and  the  Pope  lay 
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dead,  and  the  physician  fled  for  his 
life. 

Ineffective  techniques  ranged 
from  barbaric  to  ludicrous.  For  near- 
ly 2,000  years,  medical  minds 
thought  bloodletting  drained  off  ill- 
ness. Sometimes  leeches  were  at- 
tached to  suck  out  the  blood.  Ex- 
cessive bleeding  in  childbirth  was 
considered  good  for  a  woman  be- 
cause she  had  been  stubborn  enough 
not  to  menstruate  for  nine  months. 
If  a  birth  was  long  and  difficult, 
midwives  tried  to  coax  the  babe 
from  the  womb  with  promises  of 
food.  Failing  that,  threats  were  used. 

One  clever  doctor  devised  this 
sure-fire  test  for  diabetes:  he  in- 
structed the  patient  to  urinate  on 
a  bare  spot  in  a  garden.  Later,  the 
doctor  examined  the  location.  If  ants 
were  attracted  to  the  spot,  the  urine 
must  have  contained  sugar,  and  the 
patient  must  be  a  diabetic. 

Incredibly,  the  anatomy  books  of 
Galen — who  had  never  looked  inside 
a  single  human  body — were  still  in 
use  1,400  years  after  their  creation. 
So  blind  was  allegiance  to  Galen 
that  physicians  chose  to  believe  him 
rather  than  their  own  eyes.  One 
school  even  held  that  the  human 
body  had  changed  since  Galen's 
time. 

Slowly,  though,  medical  thought 


and  practice  left  the  Middle  Ages 
for  the  light  of  the  Renaissance. 
William  Harvey  discovered  the  cir- 
culatory system  in  1628.  His  critics 
could  not  understand  why  nature 
would  so  foolishly  recirculate  the 
same  old  blood,  but  Harvey's  ex- 
planation  held.    Finally,  anatomy

books  were  written  to  replace  Galen, 
and  medicine  leaped  ahead. 

Two  nagging  problems,  however, 
still  retarded  most  surgery — lack  of 
anesthesia  and  a  terribly  high  rate 
of  infection.  Mercifully,  ether  and 
chloroform  began  putting  patients 
to  sleep  in  the  19th  century.  As  a 
result,  surgeons  could  take  more 
time  during  operations,  and  they 
ventured  bravely  into  the  once  for- 
bidden chest  and  abdominal  cavi- 
ties. 

But  operating  rooms  were  still  an 
unsanitary  mess.  Doctors  performed 
surgery  in  their  street  clothes  or — 
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worse  yet — donned  blood-stained 
frocks  that  had  gone  unwashed  for 
many  operations.  Sutures  replaced 
hot-iron  cauterization,  but  surgeons 
commonly  stored  the  needle  and 
thread  in  the  lapels  of  their  dirty 
frocks.  Sometimes  they  even  used 
human  hair  to  suture. 

When  a  scalpel  was  not  in  use 
during  an  operation,  the  surgeon 
often  held  it  between  his  teeth.  Un- 
less, of  course,  he  happened  to  be 
a  smoker.  In  that  case,  he  was  like- 
ly to  perform  the  operation  while 
chomping  on  a  stogy.  The  patient's 
relatives  could  choose  to  watch  the 
surgery,  standing  shoulder  to  shoul- 
der with  the  physician  or  sitting 
nearby.  Drawings  from  the  period 
show  operating  room  doors  opening 
to  the  street,  a  mute  invitation  to 
curious  dogs  and  cats. 

Frequently,  a  physician  would  go 
directly  from  an  autopsy  to  a  deliv- 
ery without  benefit  of  so  much  as  a 
cursory  scrubbing.  Death  rates  from 
surgery  ranged  as  high  as  50  per- 
cent. Often  the  cure  was  worse  than 
the  disease. 

Finally,  Joseph  Lister  discovered 
the  value  of  sterilizing  wounds  and 
instruments,  and  patient  mortality 
plummeted.  About  the  time  of  the 
American  Civil  War,  surgeons  even

The  next  time  life  looks  too  tough 
to  handle,  think  of  Dr.  Richard  Kin- 
ney. Kinney  lost  his  eyesight  when 
he  was  seven,  and  became  totally 
deaf  when  he  was  a  20-year  old  col- 
lege sophomore.  Nevertheless,  he 
eventually  earned  his  college  degree, 
summa  cum  laude,  and  was  class 
valedictorian. 

Kinney  said,  "Deaf-blind  persons 
should  know  that  senses  are  merely 
channels  through  which  the  mind 
observes  and  communicates  with  the 
world.  They  should  understand  they 
are  the  same  persons  before  and 
after  the  loss  of  sight  and  hearing. 
It's  more  important  to  know  than 
to  see,  more  important  to  under- 


may  at  least  touch  a  rainbow." 

Living  with  joyous  courage  in  a 
world  without  light  or  sound,  Rich- 
ard Kinney  was  an  impressive  ex- 
ample of  "mainstreaming,"  which 
means  that,  to  the  degree  possible,  a 
handicapped  person  lives  indepen- 
dently in  a  normal  environment. 

Buddy  Spivey  is  another  who  re- 
fused to  quit.  Blind  and  missing  a 
leg,  he  was  flown  from  a  Vietnam 
battlefield  in  1967.  After  recovering 
from  his  combat  injuries,  he  was 
transferred  to  Hines  VA  Hospital 
near  Chicago  for  blind  rehabilita- 
tion. It  was  a  long,  painful  journey 
for  Marine  Corps  Captain  Spivey 
from  that  helicopter  ride  in  Vietnam 
to  his  present  job  as  Assistant  State 
Director  for  Veterans  Employment

stand  than  to  hear." 

Although  he  could  neither  see  nor 
hear,  Kinney  traveled  to  40  foreign 
countries,  wrote  four  books  of  poetry 
and  a  textbook  for  the  deaf-blind, 
published  articles  in  many  leading 
magazines,  taught  at  Hadley  School 
for  the  Blind  in  Winnetka,  IL,  and 
was  its  president  when  he  died  two 
years  ago.  An  eloquent  speaker  who 
delighted  audiences  from  Chicago 
to  Tokyo,  he  radiated  joy  and  vitali- 
ty. 

"For  a  person  with  a  handicap 
there  is  just  one  word:  begin.  The 
days  when  a  handicapped  person 
has  to  limit  his  objectives  are  gone," 
Kinney  said.  "Now  he  can  shoot  for 
the  stars  for  a  full  life  in  every 
sense.  If  we  shoot  for  the  stars,  we 


in  Arkansas,  but  he  made  it.  Today, 
Spivey  is  one  of  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  disabled  men  and  women  in 
the  United  States  who  go  to  work 
every  day,  pay  taxes,  vote,  meet 
their  responsibilities  and  live  mean- 
ingful lives. 

"Mainstreaming  is  critically  impor- 
tant," explained  Dr.  Louis  B.  New- 
man, a  specialist  in  rehabilitation 
medicine  and  consultant  to  Hines 
and  two  other  VA  hospitals.  "It's  es- 
sential to  treat  the  patient  as  soon 
as  possible  with  a  total  rehabilita- 
tion program  designed  to  enable  him 
to  perform  the  maximum  possible 
number  of  daily  living  activities.  This 
requires  a  well-trained  staff  that  in- 
cludes the  services  of  experts  in 
rehabilitation     medicine,  internal 
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medicine,  surgery,  orthopedics,  neu- 
rosurgery, psychiatry,  nursing,  nutri- 
tion and  chaplaincy.  Just  being  alive 
is  not  sufficient.  The  patient  must  be 
brought  to  the  state  where  he's  liv- 
ing." 

During  World  War  II,  Dr.  New- 
man served  as  a  doctor  in  the  Navy 
with  the  rank  of  commander.  Later, 
he  became  Chief,  Physical  Medicine 
and  Rehabilitation  Service  at  Hines 
VA  Research  Medical  Center  near 
Chicago.  In  1967  he  received  a  Na- 
tional Rehabilitation  Citation  from 
the  Veterans  Affairs  and  Rehabilita- 
tion Commission  of  The  American 
Legion.  It  read:  "In  recognition  of 
outstanding  accomplishments  in  the 
rehabilitation  of  disabled  veterans 
over  the  many  years." 


"Individual  motivation  is  a  criti- 
cal part  of  the  recovery,"  Dr.  New- 
man said.  "The  person  must  want 
to  improve.  Through  total  rehabilita- 
tion many  disabled  persons  can  be 
returned  to  the  community  as  useful, 
productive  members  with  a  satisfac- 
tory measure  of  independence  and 
happiness.  This  is  not  only  eco- 
nomically sound;  it  is  a  moral  obli- 
gation." 

Gordon  Kincaid,  who  hasn't 
walked  since  January  19,  1944, 
agrees.  As  a  23-year-old  ordnance 
chief  in  a  Marine  fighter  squadron 
on  one  of  the  Palau  Islands  in  the 
South  Pacific,  he  crawled  under  the 
tail  of  a  Corsair  to  help  a  mechanic 
install  a  firing  switch.  The  hydraul- 
ic tail  wheel  gave  way,  the  plane  hit 


his  right  shoulder  and  he  came  to 
in  the  hospital,  paralyzed  from  the 
waist  down. 

While  a  patient  at  Hines  in  1945, 
he  got  a  temporary  Christmas  job  at 
the  Chicago  Post  Office  and  then 
went  to  work  there  full  time.  He 
retired  in  1973  after  28  years  of  gain- 
ful employment  at  the  Post  Office. 
"Recovery  takes  a  powerful  desire 
along  with  acceptance  of  things  as 
they  really  are,"  said  Gordon.  "I 
haven't  walked  since  1944,  but  I've 
never  felt  handicapped.  I  go  out 
for  breakfast  with  friends  every 
morning,  do  my  own  shopping,  often 
cook,  go  out  for  dinner  and  shows  in 
the  evening.  I  don't  expect  any 
favors  and  get  up  each  morning  pre-

remember  and  pay  tribute  to  the 
half  million  patriots  who  laid  down 
their  lives  so  this  nation  might  con- 
tinue to  be  free.

Med  icine's  Magnificent  Journey

began  scrubbing  before,  not  after, 
an  operation. 

In  the  U.S.,  frontier  residents 
held  doctors  in  high  esteem.  Some 
prairie  physicians  were  learned, 
scholarly  men,  but  most  had  gar- 
nered their  medical  training  through 
apprenticeship  or — at  most — a  year 
of  schooling  back  East.  Training  or 
no,  medical  practitioners  still  had  a 
lot  to  learn. 

Bloodletting  continued  to  be  a 
common  practice,  and  some  busy 
doctors  installed  troughs  to  carry 
the  blood  out  of  their  offices.  A  pig's 
bladder  and  elder  reed  became  a 
syringe.  In  a  pinch,  turpentine  was 
used  as  an  antiseptic.  Itinerant  doc- 
tors toured  remote  areas,  sometimes 
spending  „  entire  days  pulling  teeth 
assembly  line  fashion. 

Surgeons  regularly  performed  un- 
der less  than  ideal  conditions.  One 
horse  and  buggy  doctor  tells  of  the 
goiter  he  diagnosed  in  a  homestead- 
er living  miles  from  the  nearest 
town.  The  patient's  home  was  small 
and  dimly  lit,  so  a  door  was  removed 
and  laid  between  two  barrels  under 
an  apple  tree  in  the  yard. 

On  this  crude  operating  table,  the 
surgery — conducted  with  a  local 
anesthetic — began.  It  went  smooth- 
ly, too,  until  the  goiter,  which  was 
about  the  size  and  firmness  of  a 
baseball,  lay  exposed  to  the  air.  The 
largest  forceps  proved  too  small  to 
grasp  it,  and  the  doctor  thought  bet- 
ter of  trying  to  wrest  the  tumor  free 
with  his  hands. 

"I  nudged  the  patient  in  the  ribs," 
the  surgeon  later  wrote,  "and  in- 
structed him  to  cough.  Fortunately, 
he  was  able  to  take  a  deep  breath. 
As  his  huge  chest  contracted  in  a 
cough,  the  goiter  shot  so  far  out 
that  it  lay  fully  exposed,  and  I 
grasped  it  with  both  hands  in  true 
shortstop  style.  I  then  released  one 
hand  and  with  it  clamped  the  lower 
vessels.  The  rest  of  the  operation 
was  easy.  The  patient  recovered  un- 
eventfully. There  were  no  birds  in 
the  tree." 

Doctors  in  the  West  had  difficulty 
keeping  up  with  medical  advances 
in  Europe  and  on  the  East  Coast.  In 
Oregon  shortly  after  1900,  two  phy- 
sicians found  themselves  on  the 
horns  of  a  dilemma.  A  prominent 
rancher  lay  gravely  ill  with  intense 
abdominal  pain.  The  doctors  were 
sure  it  was  appendicitis,  but  neither 


had  ever  removed  an  appendix.  In 
fact,  the  world's  first  such  operation 
had  only  recently  been  performed  in 
Europe. 

They  could  plead  ignorance  and 
refuse  to  operate,  the  doctors  rea- 
soned, but  the  rancher  would  likely 
die.  Or,  they  could  attempt  an  oper- 
ation they  knew  nothing  about,  but 
that  would  probably  prove  fatal  too. 
Suddenly  word  came  that  a  vagrant 
prisoner  had  died  at  the  local  jail. 
The  two  doctors  rushed  there,  re- 
moved the  appendix  from  the  corpse 
in  a  sort  of  dress  rehearsal,  and  then 
returned  to  successfully  perform  the 
same  operation  on  their  patient. 

Despite  heroics  and  innovations, 
advancing  medical  thought  often 
met  with  stubborn  or  foolish  19th 
century  resistance.  The  merits  of 
antiseptic  surgery  were  still  being 
refuted  in  1880,  15  years  after  Lis- 
ter's discovery.  Critics  scorned  the 
inventor  of  the  stethoscope  for  bring- 
ing a  toy  into  medicine.  When  the 
x-ray  was  discovered,  clothing  manu- 
facturers immediately  produced  a 
line  of  x-ray-proof  underwear.  Mis- 
guided legislators  introduced  bills  to 
prohibit  x-rays  from  being  used  in 
opera  glasses.  Yet,  each  generation 
brought  some  medical  progress. 

It's  easy  to  forget  that  many  im- 
portant medical  advances  took  place 
only  in  recent  decades.  Penicillin 
was  discovered  in  the  1940s.  In  the 
50s,  surgeons  learned  to  mask  their 
noses  as  well  as  mouths  during  sur- 
gery. Also  in  that  decade,  the  num- 
ber of  human  chromosomes  was  fi- 
nally tagged  at  46,  and  Dr.  Jonas 
Salk's  vaccine  began  protecting 
against  polio.  And  the  first  heart 
transplant  was  performed  less  than 
two  decades  ago. 

And  what  of  tomorrow?  Will  civi- 
lization a  century  hence  chuckle  at 
our  inability  to  cure  cancer,  stop 
venereal  disease  or  transplant  or- 
gans without  fear  of  rejection?  Will 
heart  attack  and  influenza  go  the 
way  of  smallpox  and  cholera?  Will 
mental  illness  become  as  curable  as 
broken  bones?  Who  would  dare  deny 
the  possibility? 

Medicine  has  journeyed  a  long 
and  circuitous  road  from  antiquity 
to  today.  False  paths  and  dead  ends 
inhibited  progress,  but  always  a  new 
route  was  found.  Medicine's  magnifi- 
cent journey  into  tomorrow  will,  I 
suspect,  be  no  different.  Q

Before  The  Colors  Fade,  by  Harry 
Reasoner,  Alfred  A.  Knopf,  Pub... 
$11.50.  Neither  solely  autobiographi- 
cal nor  an  historical  overview  of 
television  news'  first  25  years,  Rea- 
soner's  third  book,  rather,  combines 
the  best  of  both.  He  begins  with  his 
days  at  CBS  in  the  mid-'50s  and 
wanders,  in  his  distinctive  warm  and 
relaxed  way,  through  the  Presiden- 
tial years,  with  side  trips  to  Little 
Rock,  Vietnam  and,  of  course,  ABC. 
Spiced  throughout  the  narrative  are 
some  of  Reasoner's  best  known  com- 
mentaries, including  "Christmas 
Day,"  "Pantyhose  for  Men?"  and 
"Smoking."  Here,  too,  are  inside 
looks  at  the  beginnings  of  "60  Min- 
utes," how  CBS  became  (at  the 
time)  the  giant  of  all  network  news 
and  the  non-feud  between  him  and 
Barbara  Walters  at  ABC. 

When  Bad  Things  Happen  to  Good 
People,  by  Harold  S.  Kushner, 
Schocken  Books,  Pub.,  $10.95. 
People  within  and  without  the 
church — any  church — all  are  trou- 
bled by  the  unfair  distribution  of 
suffering  in  the  world.  Why  does  a 
just  and  fair  God  rain  disaster  and 
misery  on  good  people  and  their 
families?  It  is  one  of  the  first  ques- 
tions to  confront  young  men  and 
women  of  the  church,  and  it's  a  ques- 
tion that  dogs  them  throughout  their 
careers.  Kushner,  who  wrote  the 
book  on  the  heels  of  his  own  person- 
al tragedy,  uplifts  and  reaffirms.

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Japan's  Robots  Are  Coming 

Now  it's  the  robots  that  will  be  invading  the  Western 
World  .  .  .  from  Japan.  Although  the  field  of  robotics 
was  developed  by  American  inventiveness,  the  Japanese 
have  not  only  emulated  U.S.  advancement,  but  have 
marched  far  out  front  in  putting  mechanical  manpower 
to  work,  according  to  a  report  by  the  Robot  Institute  of 
America. 

Sen.  Howard  Cannon  (D-NV),  citing  the  report,  is 
urging  Congress  to  encourage  the  installation  of  more 
robots  in  U.S.  factories  to  increase  productivity  on  the 
job  and  meet  the  competition  in  world  trade.  He  sees 
the  increased  and  intelligent  utilization  of  robots  as  a 
needed  bulwark  for  American  production,  saving  jobs 
rather  than  reducing  employment. 

According  to  the  Institute's  report,  Japanese  workers 
do  not  oppose  robots  because  they  have  guaranteed  life- 
time employment.  In  addition,  there  is  strong  support 
from  the  Japanese  Government  for  exploitation  of  this 
new  export  field. 

The  U.S.  Office  of  Technology  Assessment,  an  agency 
of  Congress,  has  held  a  robotics  workshop  to  explore  the 
role  of  the  robots  in  U.S.  industry. 

Remove  Sting  From  Winning 

Sen.  Walter  Huddleston  (D-KY)  has  a  feeling  that 
folks  who  bet  a  buck  or  two  at  a  horse  or  dog  track,  or 
at  some  other  legitimate  gambling  enterprise,  should  not 
have  to  pay  a  tax  to  the  federal  government  when  they 
strike  it  rich — winning  $1,000  or  more. 

Since  1977,  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  has  been 
withholding  20  percent  of  the  big  winning  bets  in  a  move 
to  catch  up  with  alleged  tax  cheats  and  to  help  the  U.S. 
Treasury.  But,  insists  Huddleston,  the  tactic  hasn't 
really  worked  out,  and  is  instead  hurting  racing,  lotteries 
and  casinos  operating  legally  in  32  states. 

The  Senator  calls  for  eliminating  the  tax  bite  on  the 
gamblers  and  making  it  up  in  levying  the  operation  of 
legal  games  of  chance  and  wagering  activities. 

Fortune  Favors  Golden  West 

Most  Americans  who  joined  the  gold  rush  to  the  West 
went  bust  rather  than  hit  the  bonanza.  Yet  Horace  Gree- 
ley's advice  to  the  strong  of  heart  to  go  West  to  find 
their  fortunes  has  proved  to  be  a  prophecy  that's  really 
come  true. 

Latest  figures  from  the  federal  government  disclose  that 
as  of  1979,  the  Far  West  (Nevada,  California,  Washing- 
ton, Oregon)  tops  the  rest  of  the  country  in  per  capita  in- 
come. The  personal  income  in  1979  in  these  four  states, 
taken  as  a  whole,  amounts  to  $9,884  per  individual,  as 
against  $8,757  for  the  U.S.  average  and  $7,621  for  the 
Southeast  (Florida,  Georgia,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  Loui- 
siana, Arkansas,  Kentucky,  North  Carolina,  South  Caro- 
lina, Virginia,  West  Virginia  and  Tennessee),  at  the  bot- 
tom of  the  personal  income  ladder  for  the  regions. 

As  to  single  states,  Alaska  led  all  the  rest  with  a  per 
capita  income  in  1979  of  $11,152,  with  Nevada  the  run- 
ner-up at  $10,500.

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FLYNT  WARNS  HOUSE  PANEL  OF  DETERIORATING 
VA  HOSPITAL  SYSTEM  .  .  .  Natl.  Cdr.  Jack 
Flynt  has  warned  the  House  Veterans  Af- 
fairs Committee  that  the  VA  construction 
program  is  falling  behind  for  lack  of 
funds.  If  Congress  allows  the  situation 
to  continue,  "then  the  entire  system  will 
inevitably  deteriorate  until  it  becomes  a 
system  for  human  warehousing,  which  is  what 
it  was  before  World  War  II."  Flynt,  in 
his  first  appearance  before  the  committee 
since  his  election,  was  explaining  to  the 
committee  about  the  cancellation  this  year 
of  a  replacement  VA  hospital  in  Camden, 
NJ,  that  was  to  be  a  prototype  for  the 
practice  of  geriatric  medicine,  a  key 
concern  of  the  aging  veteran  population 
...  He  told  the  committee  the  VA  hospital 
system  is  running  a  "holding  operation" 
because  its  annual  budget  is  not  keeping 
up  with  inflation  and  suggested  that  it 
was  time  for  Congress  to  mount  an  in- 
depth  study  of  the  nature  and  extent  of 
VA's  problems  .  .  .

Hall  told  the  mem- 
bers: "Volunteerism  is  the  name  of 
the  game  .  .  .  and  you  as  veterans, 
businessmen,  civic  leaders  and 
Americans  are  a  critical  part  of  the 
fabric  of  our  national  life." 

Over  at  the  Legislative  Commis- 
sion meeting,  Francis  Stover,  deputy 
chief  counsel  to  the  House  Veterans 
Affairs  Committee,  told  members 
that  veterans  programs  have  fared 
better  than  a  lot  of  other  federal  pro- 
grams. He  warned  of  proposals  for  a 
National  Health  Insurance  Program 
and  that  "medical  people"  keep  tell- 
ing the  public  the  VA  hospital  system 
has  a  lot  of  empty  beds.  "And  that's 
true,"  he  said,  "but  the  reason  is 
poor  planning.  The  VA  itself  should 
decide  the  size  of  hospitals  needed, 
and  not  local  health  planning 
agencies  or  the  'health  community.'  " 

In  a  joint,  pre-convention  briefing 
program,  members  of  the  National 
Security  and  Foreign  Relations 
Commission  heard  from  Lieut.  Gen. 
R.W.  Sennewald,  representing  Gen. 
John  A.  Wickham,  and  Dr.  Chester 
A.  Crocker,  Assistant  Secretary  of 
State  for  African  Affairs. 

General  Wickham,  who  is  Com- 
mander-in-Chief of  the  Korea  United 
Nations  Command  and  heads  U.S. 
Forces  in  Korea,  told  commission 
members  in  a  speech  delivered  by 
General  Sennewald:  "Our  adherence 
over  the  past  36  years  to  a  moral  and 
legal  commitment  to  the  security  of 
the  Republic  (of  South  Korea)  is 
viewed  by  both  allies  and  potential 
enemies  as  proof  of  U.S.  resolve 
in  the  face  of  increasing  Soviet  ac- 
tivity in  Asia." 


Dr.  Crocker  told  the  members  that 
Communist  combat  forces  must  be 
eliminated  from  South  Africa  and 
this  can  be  done  through  negotiation. 
The  senior  department  official 
joined  his  boss,  Secretary  of  State 
Alexander  M.  Haig,  in  denouncing 
Colonel  Khadafy  for  transforming 
Lybia  into  a  leading  arsenal  of  Soviet 
supplied  hardware  to  be  used  in  a 
"skillful  and  sinister  campaign  of 
subversion"  and  as  a  major  source 
of  African  instability. 

Sunday  was  a  day  of  activity 
outside  the  commission  meeting 
rooms  as  well.  The  day  began  for  a 
capacity  crowd  attending  the  annual 
Patriotic  Memorial  Service  in  which 
the  Legion  and  Auxiliary  paid  trib- 
ute to  fallen  comrades.  The  cere- 
mony was  capped  by  the  placing  of 
memorial  wreaths  by  the  Legion, 
the  Auxiliary,  the  Eight  and  Forty 
and  the  Sons  of  The  American  Le- 
gion. National  Chaplain  George  S. 
Macres  (MN)  eulogized  the  fallen, 
noting  that  "Death  is  leaving  the 
house  of  the  human  body  and  all  of 
its  limitations  to  have  one's  eyes 
opened  to  eternity." 

Again  in  Honolulu,  as  in  years 
past,  the  lure  of  a  parade  was  too 
much  for  residents  of  the  Legion's 
host  city  to  resist.  More  than  100,000 
people  lined  the  parade  route 
through  downtown  Waikiki  for  the 
four-hour  event  which  stepped  out 
Sunday  at  2  p.m.  under  a  typically 
cloudless  and  balmy  Hawaiian  day. 
Led  by  this  year's  Grand  Marshal, 
Admiral  James  D.  Watkins,  Com- 
mander-in-Chief of  the  Pacific  Fleet, 
the  parade  included  the  traditional 
ranks  of  Legionnaires,  as  well  as 


some  special  Hawaiian  groups  such 
as  Chinese  dragon  dancers,  local 
high  school  bands  and  military  units. 

The  crowd  applauded  the  smartly 
marching  military  units.  Small  boys 
parroted  soldiers  and  drummers. 
Young  and  old  craned  their  necks 
to  glimpse  their  favorite  Legion  De- 
partment or  unit  marching  by. 

"My  husband  and  I  came  to  Ha- 
waii for  our  vacation  not  knowing 
the  Legion  was  holding  its  conven- 
tion here,"  said  a  lady  parade  watch- 
er near  the  International  Market 
Place  along  Kalakaua  Avenue.  "We 
haven't  seen  a  patriotic  parade  like 
this  since  we  were  young.  It's 
brought  back  memories  for  both  of 
us,  and  it's  added  an  important 
memory  of  our  stay  in  Hawaii." 

The  parade  was  but  one  highly 
visible  example  of  the  work  that  went 
into  planning  and  executing  one  of 
the  world's  largest  conventions.  Be- 
hind the  scenes,  two  and  a  half  years 
before  the  event,  members  of  The 
Department  of  Hawaii's  Convention 
Corporation  began  planning  and 
working  toward  those  10  days  of 
Continued . . . 

Marching  units  range  from  the 
massed  American  flags  of  the  Dept.

Convention  Corporation  President 
Francis  K.  Tom  credited  not  only 
the  hard  working  Legionnaires  who 
made  it  possible,  but  the  non-Le- 
gionnaires who  also  chipped  in.  "As 
you  go  along  in  your  every  day  ac- 
tivities with  us  here,  we  hope  you 
enjoy  some  of  the  things  that  have 
been  provided  by  our  business  and 
governmental  people,"  he  said  from 
the  convention  floor. 

General  Convention  Chairman 
Wallace  C.S.  Young  praised  com- 
munity support  and  the  hundreds  of 
Legionnaires  who  worked  long  hours 
on  the  project. 

Young  said  that  if  there  are  any 
words  of  wisdom  to  be  offered  future 
convention  host  Departments,  they 
are,  "Watch  the  budget."  They  ob- 
viously watched  their  budget  closely. 
Out  of  15,000  convention  packets 
printed,  only  27  were  left  over  at 
the  close  of  the  sessions. 

"If  you  watch  your  money  and  es- 
tablish close  working  ties  with  the 
people  who  help  make  it  a  success — 
like  airlines,  hotels  and  visitor's  bu- 
reaus— it  will  be  a  success,"  he  said. 
Thousands  of  satisfied  Legionnaires 
in  Hawaii  were  proof  of  Young's 
statement. 

For  many  Legionnaires,  Sunday 
afternoon  and  the  Monday  preceding 
the  opening  of  the  convention  prop- 
er were  times  to  get  a  close-up 
look  at  Hawaii  and  its  sights.  Un- 
derstandably, one  of  the  most  popu- 
lar tourist  spots  was  the  Arizona 
Memorial  at  Pearl  Harbor.  The  Le- 
gion visitors  to  that  historic  site  in- 
cluded National  Commander  Kogu- 
tek  and  Auxiliary  President  Dora 
Seymour.  In  solemn  ceremonies  at

The  following  are  synopses  of 
resolutions  approved  during  the  63d 
annual  American  Legion  National 
Convention  in  Honolulu,  HI. 

Americanism 

264.  Urges  that  media  networks  desist  from  pre- 
empting coverage  of  the  singing  and  playing  of 
our  National  Anthem  and  the  raising  of  our  Flag 
in  order  to  present  commercial  advertisements. 
351.  Supports  the  establishment  of  an  appropriate 
course  of  instruction  on  patriotism  and  an  award 
within  the  program  of  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America. 
144.  Asks  that  the  Immigration  and  Nationality 
Act  be  amended  so  as  to  classify  as  "Special  Im- 
migrants" Philippine  alien  veterans  who  served  in 
the  Armed  Forces  of  the  United  States  during 
wartime. 

220.  Through  Presidential  and  gubernatorial  proc- 
lamations, seeks  the  establishment  of  a  Patriotism 
Week  throughout  the  nation. 

463.  Requests  that  the  National  Americanism 
Committee  publicize  the  significance  and  history 
of  Veterans  Day. 

448.  Recommends  that  each  Department  give  con- 
sideration to  the  Valley  Forge  Teacher's  Work- 
shop for  teachers  in  their  communities. 
219.  Asks  for  a  letter  writing  campaign  to  U.S. 
Senators  and  Representatives  in  support  of  SF 
447  and  HF  178  (the  bills  to  restore  Memorial  Day 
to  May  30,  George  Washington's  Birthday  to 
February  22  and  Columbus  Day  to  October  12). 

Economics 

517.  Calls  for  the  Department  of  Labor  to  provide 
the  Office  of  Assistant  Secretary  of  Veterans 
Employment  with  separate  line  item  budgets  for 
administration  and  veterans  programs;  seeks  to 
have  all  veterans  programs  within  DOL  aligned 
under  the  Office  of  the  Assistant  Secretary  for 
Veterans  Employment. 

15.  Urges  Congress  to  enact  legislation  to  expand 
veteran  participation  in  the  Targeted  Jobs  Tax 
Credit  program. 

40.  Petitions  Congress  to  provide  the  Disabled 
Veterans  Outreach  Program  with  specific  and 
separate  line  item  budget  requests;  urges  imple- 
mentation of  an  effective  administrative  control 
mechanism  to  ensure  that  Outreach  funds  are 
used  as  intended. 

72.  Proposes  that  the  Secretary  of  Labor  sub- 
mit to  Congress  a  line  item  budget  for  the  opera- 
tion of  Veterans  Employment  Service. 
104.  Strongly  urges  that  the  Office  of  Federal 
Contract  Compliance  in  the  Department  of  Labor 
be  required  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  Section 
2012  of  Title  38,  USC,  which  are  intended  to  help 
eligible  veterans  find  employment  with  contractors 
having  federal  contracts. 

109.  Petitions  the  Office  of  Personnel  Manage- 
ment to  support  and  promote  the  use  of  the  Viet- 
nam Readjustment  Appointments  by  all  federal 
agencies.

283.  Petitions  Congress  to  designate  the  second 
full  week  in  March  of  each  year  as  "National 
Employ  the  Older  Workers  Week." 

284.  Seeks  that  the  Office  of  Personnel  Manage- 
ment fully  support  and  promote  the  use  of  the 
30  percent  disabled  veterans  hiring  authority. 

285.  Recommends  legislation  to  clarify  provisions 
of  the  Civil  Service  Reform  Act  of  1978,  including 
those  for  the  Senior  Executive  Service,  to  ensure 
that  there  is  no  reduction  in  veterans  rights  re- 
sulting from  this  act. 

286.  Opposes  an  initiative  to  alter  the  Intergov- 
ernmental Personnel  Act  of  1970  in  any  way  that

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al  convention.  As  they  did  last  year 
in  Boston,  members  of  The  Society 
of  American  Legion  Founders  met 
with  members  of  The  American  Le- 
gion Historians  for  their  annual 
lunch.  This  year,  the  10  founders  in 
attendance  heard  Past  National 
Commander  Frank  I.  Hamilton 
praise  their  contributions  to  the  Le- 
gion and  emphasize  the  historical 
importance  of  such  a  get-together. 

Other  groups  meeting  in  Honolulu 
included  The  Sons  of  The  American 
Legion  (SAL)  who  elected  their 
1981-82  National  Commander,  Da- 
vid P.  Stephens  of  Terre  Haute,  IN. 
The  Foreign  and  Outlying  Depart- 
ments of  The  American  Legion 
(FODPAL)  conducted  their  annual 
meeting,  while  the  Army,  Navy,  Air 
Force  Veterans  in  Canada  and  the 
United  States  (ANAVICUS)  also 
met. 

Also  conducted  was  the  Annual 
Bivouac  of  the  National  20/4  (Hon- 
or Society  of  Women  Legionnaires) 
who  elected  Herberta  T.  Stark  of 
New  Hampshire  as  their  National 
Director  VIP  for  the  coming  year. 

Other  groups,  large  and  small  and 
too  numerous  to  mention  here  con- 
ducted their  annual  business  meet- 
ings in  conjunction  with  the  Legion's 
national  convention.  When  each  was 
over,  however,  the  delegates  knew  it 
was  now  time  to  turn  their  attention 
to  the  largest  business  at  hand — that 
of  perpetuating  the  values  and  goals 
of  The  American  Legion.  It  was — 
and  is — an  important  task  that  Gov- 
ernor George  Ariyoshi  underscored 
in  his  welcoming  remarks  to  the  first 
day's  session:  "On  my  way  over  I 
looked  at  the  program  that  was  sent 
to  me.  Attached  to  the  program  was 
the  preamble  to  your  constitution. 
As  I  came  on  stage  here,  I  listened 
to  all  of  you  recite  the  preamble. 

"As  I  listened  to  you  and  looked 
at  you,  I  began  to  feel  if  only  all  of 
the  things  that  you  have  set  forth  in 
your  preamble  could  become  a  reali- 
ty, we  wouldn't  have  any  troubles 
in  this  world,  we  wouldn't  have  any 
troubles  in  this  country." 

Also  bringing  greetings  to  the  Le- 
gionnaires was  Hawaii  Senator  Spark 
Matsunaga,  whose  speech  was  inter- 
rupted by  applause  when  he  said: 
"As  a  member  of  the  Senate  Veterans 
Affairs  Committee,  I  must  report 
that  you  have  a  terrific  representa- 
tion in   Congress.   Your  National 


Commander  and  those  of  his  associ- 
ates whom  you  sent  to  Washington 
to  represent  your  voice  before  Con- 
gress have  done  an  excellent  job. 

"I  must  also  say  that  it  was  large- 
ly through  your  representation  be- 
fore Congress  that,  in  the  time  of 
budgetary  cuts,  the  Veterans  Admin- 
istration Budget  was,  in  fact,  in- 
creased over  what  the  Administra- 
tion had  recommended,"  he  said. 

Joining  Governor  Ariyoshi  and 
Senator  Matsunaga  in  carrying  greet- 
ings to  the  Legionnaires  was  Hono- 
lulu Mayor  Eileen  Anderson. 

The  keynote  address  that  first 
day  of  convention  business  was  de- 
livered by  Administrator  of  Veterans 
Affairs,  Robert  P.  Nimmo.  Nimmo 
told  the  assembled  delegates  that  "the 
President  made  an  unequivocal  com- 
mitment to  veterans;  a  commitment 
for  a  strong,  independent  agency  for 
the  delivery  of  veterans  benefits;  for 
a  strong  and  independent  quality 
health  care  delivery  system  for  vet- 
erans; and  for  reasonable  and  appro- 
priate cost-of-living  increases  for  vet- 
erans benefits. 

"And  I  can  tell  you  that  neither 
the  President  nor  I  will  renege  on 
those  commitments,"  he  said. 

Donald  J.  Devine,  Director  of  the 
Office  of  Personnel  Management, 
followed  Nimmo  and  described  what 
he  sees  as  a  "new  national  spirit  of 
dynamism"  in  the  United  States. 
"Winston  Churchill  on  a  visit  to  the 
U.S.  said  'we' — and  he  was  speaking 
as  an  individual  who  had  a  parent 
who  was  an  American — 'have  not 
journeyed  all  this  way  across  the 
countries,  across  the  oceans,  across 
the  mountains,  across  the  prairies 
because  we  are  made  of  sugar 
candy.' 

"No,  the  Americans  are  not  made 
of  sugar  candy,"  Devine  said.  "We 
are  made  of  something  stronger, 
something  which  this  organization 
represents  better  than  any  other.

fense  Caspar  W.  Weinberger,  deliv- 
ered the  last  day  of  the  convention. 

Noting  that  "it  is  always  flatter- 
ing to  be  asked  to  speak  to  those 
who  have  borne  their  country's  bur- 
den," Weinberger  proceeded  to  out- 
line this  Administration's  efforts  to 
rebuild  the  American  military  sys- 
tem into  the  best  in  the  world. 

"As  a  deterrent  to  war,  and  one 
which  the  Soviets  genuinely  respect 
— their  extraordinarily  violent  pro- 
paganda reaction  to  our  announce- 
ment that  we  were  manufacturing 
neutron  warheads  demonstrates  this 
— the  neutron  weapon  is  a  crucial 
element  in  protecting  the  liberties 
and  political  institutions  of  the  West. 
Thus,  it  is  most  ironic  that  the  op- 
position to  this  weapon  calls  it  im- 
moral. There  is  nothing  immoral 
about  defending  our  heritage  and 
protecting  our  future." 

This  year,  The  American  Legion 
Distinguished  Service  Medal  was 
presented  to  the  crew  of  the  Space 
Shuttle  Columbia,  Astronauts  John 
W.  Young  and  Robert  L.  Crippen. 
The  award  was  accepted  on  their  be- 
half (they  were  busy  readying  Co- 
lumbia for  her  second  flight)  by 
Astronaut  Karol  J.  Bobko. 

This  year,  The  American  Legion 
Fourth  Estate  Award  also  had  two 
recipients.  In  print,  the  award  was 
presented  to  N.  Laverl  Christensen, 
columnist  and  editorial  writer  for 
Scripps  League  Newspapers,  Inc. 
The  other  award  was  presented  to 
ABC  News'  "Nightline"  show  for 
broadcast  journalism  excellence, 
particularly  during  the  Iranian  hos- 
tage crisis.  That  award  was  accepted 
by  William  E.  Lord,  Vice  President 
and  Executive  Producer  of  "Night- 
line." 

Winners;  of  the  1981  Seagram 
Awards  were:  first  prize  (a  new  Jeep 
CJ-7  Renegade)  to  Henry  G.  Schor- 
mann,  a  member  of  Post  554,  Fairfax, 
OH;  second  prize  (an  all-expense- 
paid  trip  for  two  to  the  1982  Nation- 
al Convention  in  Chicago)  to  Helen 
Walles,  a  member  of  Auxiliary  Unit 
250,  Bridge  City,  TX. 

This  year's  Employer  of  the  Year 
Awards  for  Hiring  Veterans  went  to 
the  Hayes  International  Corporation 
of  Birmingham,  AL,  and  to  Nation- 
al-Standard Perforated  Metals  Divi- 
sion of  Carbondale,  PA. 

As  the  convention  proceeded,  the 
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3,000  delegates  on  the  convention 
floor  paid  close  attention  to  the  reso- 
lutions recommended  by  the  con- 
vention committees.  But  it  was  not 
until  the  Convention  Finance  Com- 
mittee reported  on  the  resolution  to 
raise  the  national  per  capita  dues  by 
$2  that  spirited  floor  debate  was 
prompted. 

Here  are  some  excerpts  from  that 
debate: 

"It  is  our  strong  recommendation 
that  in  order  for  this  organization 
to  prepare  for  the  future,  in  order 
for  this  organization  not  to  reduce 
our  positive  and  aggressive  programs, 
that  we  support  a  $2  increase  .  .  ." 

"Let's  forget  about  the  points  and 
the  postage  and  the  other  items  and 
let's  vote  for  this  increase  for  the 
sole  purpose  to  help  the  veteran  and 
his  family — the  reason  this  organiza- 
tion was  founded." 

"The  programs  of  The  American 
Legion  should  not  be  shut  down  or 
even  curtailed  for  the  lack  of  a  few 
dollars." 

"We  need  the  strength  in  numbers 
when  we  go  to  the  Congress.  Don't 
tie  our  hands  by  reduction  in  mem- 
bership (caused  by  a  dues  increase) ." 

"I  am  a  Vietnam  veteran.  I  came 
here  as  a  delegate  from  Georgia  to 
build  on  The  American  Legion.  Let's 
continue  to  build  The  Legion  with 
the  $2  dues  increase." 

By  a  resounding  voice  vote,  the 
convention  approved  Resolution  No. 
1  calling  for  a  $2  per  capita  national 
dues  increase. 

And  so  it  went,  through  the  com- 
mittee reports  and  over  the  passed 
resolutions,  Legionnaires  setting  the 
tone  of  their  organization  for  the 
coming  year.  But  for  those  in  the 
know,  it  was  a  different  tone  from 
years  past.  After  many  years  of 
being,  seemingly,  a  solitary  voice 
for  a  strong  national  defense,  this 
year  Legionnaires  knew  they  were 
voicing  the  desires  of  the  majority, 
of  many  newly  proud  Americans. 

"There's  an  excitement,  a  vibrancy 
in  the  air,"  said  a  Connecticut  dele- 
gate. "At  no  other  time  have  I  been 
more  proud  to  be  a  Legionnaire. 
Look  around  you.  Look  at  the  peo- 
ple now  who  are  finally  listening  to 
us.  Look  at  the  non-Legionnaires 
who  have  seen  us  flex  our  muscle 
on  Capitol  Hill. 

"Ah,  yes,"  he  beamed,  "it's  a  great 
time  to  be  a  Legionnaire."  ft

perienced,  must  be  mature,  but  not 
too  old  to  run  beside  the  President's 
car,"  says  Special  Agent  Jim  Boyle, 
who  has  protected  three  Presidents. 
"In  his  previous  work  experience,  he 
must  have  been  a  supervisor  of  some 
sort.  I  myself  was  a  foreman  in  a 
steel  mill.  If  he  served  in  the  Armed 
Forces,  he  most  likely  would  have 
been  an  officer." 

Only  a  few  agents  were  police  of- 
ficers because  most  policemen 
young  enough  to  qualify  have  not  as 
yet  had  supervisory  or  investigative 
experience.  "We  don't  want  a  uni- 
formed officer.  We  want  an  investi- 
gator," explains  Boyle. 

They  also  want  someone  who  is  in 
good  health,  exceptionally  good 
health.  Tim  McCarthy,  who  played 
football  both  in  high  school  in  Chi- 
cago and  at  the  University  of  Illi- 
nois, and  even  tried  out  for  the  Green 
Bay  Packers,  is  typical  in  that  most 
agents  were  athletes  in  school  and 
remain  in  excellent  physical  condi- 
tion. Agents  come  from  small  towns 
and  big  cities  in  equal  numbers. 

"Every  day  I  drive  to  work  with 
an  agent  who  grew  up  on  a  cattle 
ranch,"  says  Boyle,  "and  I  grew  up 
in  Chicago." 

The  average  age  of  an  agent  is  34, 
and  he  earns  about  $25,000  a  year, 
wears  a  tailored  business  suit  and 
changes  his  ID  lapel  pin  daily.  He 
may  be  abrupt  and  curt  in  some 
circumstances,  and  gentle  and  kind 
in  others.  Yet,  at  all  times,  a  Special 
Agent  is  alert,  for  the  President's 
life  may  well  depend  on  how  quick- 
ly he  reacts  to  danger. 

The  Secret  Service  has  remark- 
able esprit  de  corps  born  out  of  re- 
spect for  one  another  and  confidence 
in  their  training.  They  also  are  tied 
together  by  a  black  sense  of  humor, 
which  helps  to  break  the  tension. 
Once  a  flock  of  reporters  pressed 
agents  guarding  Hubert  Humphrey 
as  to  how  they  might  react  to  an 
attack. 

"We  won't  fail  to  fall  back  on  our 
secret  weapons,"  replied  an  agent. 

"Secret  weapons?"  demanded  a 
reporter. 

"Prayer's  the  first  one,"  said  the 
agent.  "The  press  is  the  other,  and 
it's  greatly  underestimated." 

"How's  that?" 

"Bodies.  With  all  you  guys  stand- 
ing around  our  man,  you'll  stop  a  lot 
of  bullets  before  they  get  to  him." 


Even  in  the  face  of  today's  inter- 
national terrorism,  the  President  is 
considered  safe  at  home  in  the  White 
House.  Only  when  he  ventures  into 
public  does  he  take  a  risk.  Then,  it 
is  not  the  professional  assassin  or 
terrorist  who  presents  the  biggest 
headache  to  the  Secret  Service,  but 
the  senseless  killer  without  motive 
or  substantial  police  record.  They 
are  the  hardest  to  guard  against. 

The  toughest  President  to  protect 
may  have  been  Harry  Truman,  who 
went  for  frequent  walks  on  Washing- 
ton streets.  Soon  after  he  moved  into 
the  White  House,  he  took  agents  by 
surprise  by  striding  out  the  door  and 
setting  off  down  Pennsylvania  Ave- 
nue. One  agent  hurried  after  him, 
leaving  a  message  with  the  gate  sen- 
try to  send  reinforcements  on  the 
double.  Half  a  mile  away  at  the  cor- 
ner of  15th  Street,  the  agents  caught 
up.  The  President  regarded  them 
with  a  grin. 

"Well  now,  it's  very  nice  of  you 
to  join  me,"  he  said.  "Beautiful  day, 
isn't  it?" 

President  Eisenhower's  golfing 
proved  equally  troublesome.  Agents 
got  accustomed  to  trekking  over  golf 
courses  carrying  a  walkie-talkie  and 
a  golf  bag  from  which  dummy  clubs 
projected  to  hide  a  submachine  gun. 
On  one  course  the  controls  of  Ike's 
golf  cart  jammed  and  the  cart 
headed  for  a  creek.  Ike  jumped  out, 
but  the  cart  circled  and  pursued 
him.  It  was  quite  a  spectacle  with 
a  rampaging  golf  cart  pursuing  the 
President  of  the  United  States  and 
it  in  turn  pursued  by  Secret  Service 
agents,  one  of  whom  at  last  tackled 
the  machine  and  threw  it  on  its  side. 

"We  would  be  most  happy  if  all 
our  protectees  addressed  the  general 
public  on  TV  from  the  basement  of 
the  White  House,"  said  Jim  Boyle, 
a  member  of  American  Legion  Post 
175  in  Springfield,  VA.  "We're  con- 
cerned anytime  they  walk  outside. 
I  don't  think  we  are  paranoid,  but 
we  are  probably  as  close  to  that  pro- 
fessionally as  you  can  get." 

The  Secret  Service's  "paranoia" 
flared  up  when  an  assassin  at- 
tempted to  kill  Franklin  Roosevelt 
in  Miami's  Bay  front  Park  in  1933; 
with  the  killing  of  John  F.  Kennedy 
in  Dallas  in  1963,  the  job  became  a 
nightmare.

protects  not  only  the  President  and 
Vice  President  and  their  immediate 
families,  but  the  President-elect  and 
VP-elect  and  their  immediate  fam- 
ilies, former  Presidents  and  their 
wives,  the  widows  of  former  Presi- 
dents until  their  death  or  remar- 
riage, minor  children  of  former  Pres- 
idents until  they  reach  16  years  old, 
major  Presidential  and  Vice  Presi- 
dential candidates,  visiting  heads  of 
state,  and,  at  the  President's  direc- 
tion, U.S.  representatives  on  mis- 
sions abroad  and  distinguished  for- 
eign visitors.  When  the  Pope  visited 
the  U.S.  in  1979,  he  was  not  consid- 
ered a  chief  of  state,  yet  he  was  given 
one  of  the  largest  Secret  Service 
protective  covers  of  all  time. 

Unfortunately,  most  of  the  offi- 
cials protected  by  the  Secret  Service 
refuse  to  listen  to  their  bodyguards' 
advice.  As  leaders  in  a  democracy, 
they  have  an  irresistible  urge  to 
"press  the  flesh,"  as  Lyndon  John- 
son put  it.  "Our  advice  to  all  protec- 
tees is  stay  away  from  public  forums, 
don't  address  large  gatherings,  but  if 
you  must  make  such  an  address, 
don't  go  into  the  crowd,"  said  Boyle. 
"How  many  do  you  think  take  that 
advice?" 

It  is  hard  enough  protecting  the 
President  in  Washington,  but  when 
he  travels  the  job  becomes  over- 
whelming, despite  having  1,550 
agents  in  100  field  offices  in  the 
United  States,  Puerto  Rico  and  Par- 
is. If,  for  example,  the  President  is 
going  to  visit  Detroit,  an  agent  is 
assigned  to  devise  and  execute  a  se- 
curity plan.  An  advance  agent  trav- 
els to  the  city  and  works  with  the 
Special  Agent-in-Charge  of  the  dis- 
trict field  office  there.  He  checks 
with  local  security  and  police,  con- 
fers with  airport  personnel,  checks 
routes  of  travel,  locates  hospitals, 
notifies  the  fire  department  and  dis- 
cusses the  visit  with  the  staff  of  the 
hotel  where  the  President  will  stay. 
Hotel  kitchens  are  checked  and  ho- 
tel suites  screened.  Usually  an  en- 
tire floor  with  a  private  elevator  is 
reserved  for  the  Chief  Executive. 

Along  the  cavalcade's  route,  man- 
hole covers  are  lifted  and  examined, 
and  rooftops  scrutinized;  trained 
dogs  sniff  out  bombs.  At  a  final 
meeting,  the  Secret  Service  staff  and 
key  city  officials  make  sure  every- 
thing is  in  readiness. 


THE  AMERICAN  LEGION 


As  Air  Force  One  approaches  De- 
troit, the  plane  keeps  in  touch  with 
the  Secret  Service  command  post  on 
the  ground.  When  the  message  "We 
have  touched  down"  is  received,  a 
special  communications  net  flashes 
the  word  to  security  forces  all  over 
the  city. 

As  the  President  rides  through  the 
city,  ahead  of  him  is  a  Secret  Ser- 
vice point  man,  and  on  either  side 
is  a  screen  of  agents.  Unmistakable 
in  their  trim  three-piece  suits,  their 
eyes  search  the  crowd  for  anything 
unusual — an  umbrella  or  raincoat 
on  a  sunny  day,  a  man's  hand  in  his 
pocket,  a  pair  of  worried  or  tense 
eyes.  Let  a  child  burst  a  balloon  and 
the  agents  spring  into  action  with 
.357  magnums  drawn.  Uzi  machine 
guns  in  their  cars  are  aimed.  How- 
ever, the  agents  will  not  fire,  even 
in  an  assassination  attempt,  unless 
their  shots  will  abort  the  attempt. 
Their  task  is  to  protect  the  Presi- 
dent's life  at  all  costs.  The  police 
and  others  present  are  counted  on  to 
capture  the  assailant. 

As  Tim  McCarthy  showed  in  front 
of  the  Washington  Hilton,  an  agent 
stands  ready  to  give  his  life  for  the 
President. 

One  day  President  Reagan 
watched  a  Secret  Service  agent  fir- 
ing from  a  standing  position  at  a  tar- 
get range.  In  making  movies  Reagan 
had  been  taught  to  crouch  down 
when  he  fired. 

"Doesn't  that  make  you  too  big 
a  target?"  Reagan  asked. 

"The  reason  we  shoot  standing  up 
is  to  better  protect  your  body  with 
ours.  That's  our  prime  function, 
sir,"  said  the  agent. 

When  in  1975,  Lynette  Fromme 
attempted  to  shoot  President  Ford 
in  Sacramento,  agent  Larry  Buens- 
dorf  seized  her  gun  hand  and  pulled 
it  to  his  own  chest  so  she  would 
have  no  chance  to  aim  at  the  Presi- 
dent. Only  then  did  he  tear  the  auto- 
matic pistol  from  her  grasp  and 
wrestle  her  to  the  ground. 

Agents  report  to  their  command 
post  through  radios  located  in  their 
cars  and  through  miniature  radio 
microphones  hidden  in  their  sleeves.

The  President's  safety  depends 
alike  on  protective  field  operations 
such  as  this  one  and  on  protective 
intelligence.  The  Office  of  Protective 
Intelligence  employs  computers  to 
keep  tabs  on  40,000  individuals  and 
groups  who  pose  a  threat.  Of  this 
number,  about  350  are  considered 
extremely  dangerous  and  require 
watching.  They  are  the  ones  with  a 
propensity  for  violence  or  a  history 
of  psychiatric  illness. 

Agents '  have  direct  communica- 
tion with  the  National  Crime  Infor- 
mation Center  and  work  in  close 
liaison  with  the  FBI  and  other  law 
enforcement  agencies.  Secret  Ser- 
vice Director  H.  Stuart  Knight  told 
the  Senate  that  since  the  Freedom  of 
Information  Act  went  into  effect,  the 
quality  and  quantity  of  intelligence 
information  has  fallen  off  markedly. 
Secret  Service  agents  were  also 
astounded  that  the  FBI  did  not  in- 
form them  of  the  Nashville,  TN,  ar- 
rest of  John  Hinckley. 

"At  a  minimum,  we  would  have 
interviewed  him  and  possibly  placed 
him  on  a  suspects  list,"  Knight  said. 

A  private  citizen  who  hears 
threats  against  the  President's  life 
should  telephone  the  field  office 
shown  inside  the  cover  of  every  tele- 
phone book,  and  the  Secret  Service 
will  look  into  the  matter.  Agents  in- 
vestigate about  14,000  such  reports 
each  year,  and  some  400  people  con- 
sidered serious  threats  to  the  Presi- 
dent are  arrested. 

Since  WWII,  there  have  been  sev- 
eral dozen  abortive  attempts  on 
Presidents'  lives,  each  of  which  was 
thwarted  by  the  Secret  Service.  Af- 
ter each  attempt,  as  well  as  after  the 
assassination  of  President  Kennedy 
and  the  attempted  assassination  of 
President  Reagan,  the  Secret  Ser- 
vice examines  every  detail  of  its  per- 
formance, looking  for  ways  to  better 
guard  their  protectees  in  the  future. 

The  investigation  of  John  Hinck- 
ley's attack  still  continues,  but  John 
Simpson,  Assistant  Director  for  Pro- 
tective Operations,  testified  before  a 
Senate  subcommittee:  "As  far  as 
I'm  concerned  what  was  done  there 
was  done  properly,  professionally, 
and  was  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
safety  of  the  President." 


Secret  Service  agents  had  urged 
Reagan  not  to  dawdle  in  crowds, 
talking  amicably  with  this  citizen  or 
that,  but  he  would  not  heed  their  ad- 
vice until  March  30th.  After  he  was 
out  of  danger,  he  told  reporter  Helen 
Thomas:  "I  see  some  of  the  milling 
in  crowds  and  so  forth  that  we've 
done,  and  I  find  myself  wondering, 
'Well,  why  didn't  this  happen  27 
times  before?' " 

No  one  knows  the  answer  and  no 
one  knows  when  or  if  another  at- 
tempt will  be  made  on  a  President's 
life,  but  to  limit  his  freedom  of 
movement  to  Kremlin-like  isolation 
would  also  place  severe  limitations 
on  the  freedom  of  his  fellow  citi- 
zens. All  the  Secret  Service  can  do  is 
make  every  conceivable  effort  to  pre- 
vent an  untoward  incident. 

When  an  American  President  vis- 
its the  Soviet  Union,  however,  pro- 
tection arrangements  are  much  less 
comnlex  since  Secret  Service  agents 
work  directly  with  their  Russian 
counterparts.  "They  have  a  different 
authority  situation,"  explained 
Boyle.  "They  can  clear  people  out  of 
streets  and  buildings  for  blocks 
around.  This  can't  be  done  in  a  de- 
mocracy where  citizens  have  rights 
too." 

The  American  democracy  cannot 
function  as  intended  if  the  President 
or  Presidential  candidates  are  to  be 
seen  only  on  television  or  heard  only 
on  radio.  There  must  be  a  certain 
number  of  speeches  before  live  audi- 
ences in  hotel  ballrooms  and  in  tene- 
ment slums,  before  university  grad- 
uating classes  and  at  labor  conven- 
tions. Our  people  cannot  be  kept  at  a 
distance  as  can  those  who  live  in  a 
police  state. 

In  the  final  analysis,  the  Secret 
Service  does  much  more  than  pro- 
tect the  President  of  the  United 
States  and  key  political  figures. 
They  make  it  possible  for  the  com- 
mon man  to  participate,  close  up, 
in  the  entire  political  process.  They 
make  it  possible  for  the  people  to 
see,  hear  and  "press  the  flesh"  of  the 
world's  most  powerful  man — a  free- 
dom denied  to  those  not  living  in 
a  democracy. 

In  short,  the  men  and  women  of 
the  Secret  Service,  in  no  small  mea- 
sure, help  guarantee  the  freedoms 
and  privileges  of  the  many  by  pro- 
tecting the  lives  of  the  few.  For 
that,  we  all  owe  them  a  personal 
debt  of  gratitude.  ©

pared  to  meet  whatever  problems 
arise." 

The  noted  ecologist,  Dr.  Barry 
Commoner,  has  said  that  two  of  the 
primary  laws  of  ecology  are:  1) 
Everything  is  connected  to  every- 
thing else;  and,  2)  there's  no  such 
thing  as  a  free  lunch.  Certainly  they 
apply  in  the  field  of  rehabilitation. 
As  Dr.  Newman  emphasized,  there 
is  a  close  link  between  various  disci- 
plines in  enabling  a  handicapped 
person  to  reach  his  optimum  level 
of  performance.  Also,  as  the  tireless 
courage  of  the  Buddy  Spiveys  and 
Gordon  Kincaids  dramatizes,  there's 
no  free  lunch.  Before  mainstreaming 
is  possible,  it  requires  relentless 
repetition  to  master  skills  that  the 
non-disabled  take  for  granted. 

"Mainstreaming  has  always  been 
our  objective,"  explained  Dr.  Melit- 
ta  Gratzer,  Chief,  Rehabilitation 
Medical  Service  at  Hines.  "How- 
ever, this  is  contingent  on  what  the 
patient  wants  to  do  and  is  willing 
to  work  to  accomplish.  It  is  also  in- 
fluenced by  public  acceptance  of 
the  handicapped  individual.  Today, 
the  average  person  is  far  more  aware 
of  the  problems  faced  by  the  dis- 
abled and  this  makes  it  much  easier 
for  a  man  or  woman  with  handicaps 
to  find  greater  social  and  vocational 
opportunities." 

The  awareness  Dr.  Gratzer  men- 
tions is  reflected  in  such  things  as 
special  ramps  and  wider  doors  pro- 
viding easier  access  for  the  disabled 
working  in  offices  and  factories. 
Washrooms  are  generally  designed 
with  the  handicapped  in  mind. 

Dr.  John  Trimble,  Director  of  Re- 
habilitative Research  and  Engineer- 
ing at  Hines,  predicts  a  coming 
"explosion  of  technology  in  rehabili- 
tation engineering."  This  is  expected 
in  part  because  of  anticipated  de- 
creases in  the  cost  of  technology. 
Advances  in  electronics  have  made 
it  possible  to  produce  devices  that 
are  smaller,  faster  and  less  expen- 
sive than  those  in  the  past. 

Among  devices  engineers  believe 
will  be  improved  and  become  more 
generally  available  are  thought- 
activated  artificial  limbs  and 
"smart"  canes  for  the  blind  that  ac- 
curately warn  the  user  of  obstacles 
beyond  the  white  cane's  usual  three- 
foot  reach. 

Technology  already  available  is 
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impressive  enough.  For  example,  43- 
year-old  Peggy  Noble,  who  has  cere- 
bral palsy,  has  difficulty  speaking 
because  of  poor  control  of  her  vocal 
chords.  She  is  being  trained  to  use 
a  voice  synthesizer  rather  than  an 
alphabet  board  on  which  she  has 
spelled  out  messages  since  child- 
hood. 

When  letters  on  the  $2,500  ma- 
chine are  punched,  it  combines  the 
corresponding  recorded  sounds  to 
form  words  and  sentences  that  are 
heard  in  a  singsong  male  voice.  (A 
device  with  a  woman's  voice  will 
soon  be  available.)  Among  other 
benefits,  this  will  give  Peggy  Noble 
a  voice  enabling  her  to  talk  over  the 
telephone  for  the  first  time  in  her 
life. 

Margaret  Pfrommer's  work  station 
appears  to  be  packed  with  as  much 
space-age  technology  as  the  Space 
Shuttle.  Without  using  her  hands 
she  can  type  a  letter,  make  a  phone 
call  or  turn  the  page  of  a  magazine. 
By  moving  her  head,  she  can  adjust 
her  chair  to  any  desired  angle.  All 
of  this  is  necessary  because  both 
her  arms  and  legs  were  paralyzed  25 
years  ago  in  one  of  the  country's 
last  polio  epidemics. 

Pfrommer  is  a  research  associate 
at  Northwestern  University's  Reha- 
bilitation Engineering  Program.  Be- 
fore 1973  there  was  no  chair  that 
permitted  persons  with  quadriplegia 
to  have  independent  mobility.  While 
some  persons  are  able  to  use  their 
arms  or  wrists  to  move  a  control  stick 
that  sets  their  chairs  in  motion, 
Pfrommer  doesn't  have  that  much 
strength  or  control.  However,  by  sip- 
ping or  puffing  into  a  strawlike 
mouthpiece  which  clips  to  her  glasses, 
she  can  use  her  breath  to  activate 
pneumatic  switches  to  move  her 
$4,000  wheelchair. 

Using  systems  developed  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  Dudley  Chil- 
dress, at  the  Northwestern  center, 
Margaret  Pfrommer  can  write  letters 
on  a  word  processor  and  dial  the  tele- 
phone, just  by  using  her  breath. 
When  home,  she  can  tune  into  a 
radio-activated  system,  costing  about 
$1,000,  with  which  she  can  turn  on 
lights,  electrical  appliances  and  a 
home  security  system;  and  change 
channels  on  her  television  set.

Bensenville,  IL,  uses  special  mobili- 
ty aids  in  the  plant  and  rigs  ma- 
chinery to  the  needs  of  employees. 
For  instance,  a  power  screwdriver 
is  designed  for  elbow  operation  in- 
stead of  the  common  foot  pedal. 
Dwight  Guilfoil,  Jr.,  is  co-founder 
and  president  of  the  firm  that  was 
organized  in  1951  with  77  sharehold- 
ers, 90  percent  of  whom  were  para- 
plegics. An  aerial  photographer  and 
gunner  in  World  War  II,  Guilfoil  be- 
came a  paraplegic  as  a  result  of 
polio  in  1943,  when  he  was  20. 

"We  employ  75  workers  in  a 
broad  range  of  wiring,  soldering  and 
assembly  jobs,"  said  Guilfoil.  "The 
sheltered  workshop  idea  got  dis- 
torted along  the  way  because  rather 
than  helping  people  advance  to  reg- 
ular employment,  they  have  often 
kept  the  handicapped  in  the  work- 
shops. They  should  be  the  beginning 
of  the  line,  not  the  final  destination. 
Today,  it's  more  difficult  to  find 
handicapped  employees  because 
they're  all  either  working  or  going 
to  school.  The  climate  has  become 
much  more  favorable  for  them  and 
they're  going  after  better  jobs." 

A  solid  contributor  to  the  commu- 
nity, Paraplegics  Manufacturing 
Co.  produces  goods  valued  at  more 
than  $1V2  million  annually.  The 
company  paid  taxes  of  more  than 
$250,000  last  year,  and  this  does 
not  include  personal  income  taxes 
paid  by  employees.  The  firm's  ex- 
perience over  three  decades  offers 
dramatic  proof  that,  given  the  op- 
portunity, disabled  men  and  women 
are  productive,  tax-paying  members 
of  society. 

Hadley  School  for  the  Blind  in 
Winnetka,  IL,  is  the  only  home 
study  school  for  the  visually  handi- 
capped in  the  world.  Hadley  has  an 
enrollment  of  more  than  4,000  stu- 
dents in  50  countries — and  30,000 
alumni  throughout  the  world.  The 
school  charges  no  tuition  and  offers 
more  than  100  courses  in  Braille  and 
various  recorded  forms. 

Along  with  more  conventional  tu- 
toring, Hadley  provides  instruction 
in  the  latest  electronic  devices  to 
help  the  blind  in  their  reading  and 
traveling.  For  example,  the  tele- 
phone can  be  fitted  with  a  special 
instrument  so  that  the  blind  and 
deaf  can  communicate  by  Morse 
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code  transmitted  through  vibra- 
tions. 

In  practically  the  only  course  it 
gives  at  its  Winnetka  location,  Had- 
ley  has  been  training  the  blind  to  use 
the  Optacon,  a  scanning  device  that 
enables  a  blind  person  to  read  di- 
rectly from  ink  print  by  producing 
images  electronically  on  one's  fin- 
gers. Using  advanced  electronics,  the 
Optacon  converts  the  image  of  a 
printed  letter  into  a  vibrating  tactile 
form  that  a  blind  person  can  feel 
with  one  finger. 

Different  typestyles  can  be  read 
with  the  Optacon  and  the  machine 
makes  practically  all  instructional 
and  resource  materials  directly  us- 
able by  the  blind.  It  has  been  es- 
pecially useful  to  blind  students  in 
advanced  mathematics  because  it 
enables  them  to  read  complex  equa- 
tions directly,  without  relying  on 
cumbersome  Braille  transcriptions. 
Advances  of  this  kind  dramatically 
expand  opportunities  for  the  visual- 
ly handicapped  to  function  in  the 
regular  environment. 

While  the  blind  have  been  travel- 
ing with  guide  dogs  for  many  years, 
hearing  ear  dogs  have  been  available 
for  the  deaf  for  only  the  past  three 
years.  Training  programs  for  hear- 
ing ear  dogs  began  in  1978  in  the 
headquarters  of  the  American  Hu- 
mane Society  in  Denver  and  four 
other  major  centers  have  opened 
since  then. 

The  dogs  are  highly  effective.  For 
example,  17-year-old  John  Dresser 
played  center  on  the  Woburn  (MA) 
High  School  football  team  last  sea- 
son. Normal  in  every  other  way, 
John  is  deaf  and  was  afraid  to  be  left 
alone  in  the  house.  Last  summer  he 
was  given  Teddy,  a  Hearing  Ear  dog. 

When  someone  calls  John's  name, 
the  dog  paws  him  at  the  waist.  A 
lick  of  John's  left  hand  tells  him 
someone  is  at  the  door.  If  John  is 
driving,  a  paw  on  his  right  shoulder 
means  Teddy  hears  a  siren.  The  left 
shoulder  means  a  horn.  Just  about 
the  only  thing  Teddy  cannot  do  is 
tell  John  when  to  snap  the  ball  dur- 
ing a  football  game.  The  quarterback 
does  that  through  a  code  of  taps. 
Teddy  is  a  devoted  fan  and  watches 
all  the  football  games,  barking  en- 
couragement from  the  sidelines.

shell,"  said  Paul  Nutile,  a  member 
of  the  Kiwanis  Club  that  gave  Ted- 
dy to  John  Dresser.  "During  a  foot- 
ball game,  Teddy  never  takes  his 
eyes  off  John  and  every  once  in  a 
while  you  see  John  glance  at  Teddy. 
They're  good  friends  and  today 
John  has  far  more  confidence  in 
himself  than  we  previously  thought 
possible." 

Understandably,  the  attitudes  of 
family  members  are  crucial  in  any 
disabled  person's  mainstreaming.  A 
point  Hines  rehabilitation  specialists 
emphasize,  too,  is  that  if  a  patient 
stays  too  long  in  the  hospital  he  may 
become  institutionalized  and  refuse 
to  leave  at  all.  Well  trained,  compas- 
sionate and  skillful,  Hines  staff 
members  have  helped  generate  some 
miraculous  recoveries.  One  of  them, 
a  man  who  came  to  the  hospital  in 
1964,  paralyzed  from  the  neck  down 
after  an  automobile  accident,  spent 
three  years  at  Hines  in  rehabilita- 
tion. He  left  the  hospital,  gradu- 
ated in  accounting  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois  and  opened  his 
own  business  in  Arizona.  Today  he's 
still  paralyzed,  but  flies  his  own 
plane,  drives  his  own  car,  is  married 
and  is  a  successful  accountant. 

There  are  few  limits  to  what  the 
handicapped  can  accomplish.  Some, 
like  Jim  McGowan,  jump  out  of  air- 
planes for  fun.  A  49-year-old  para- 
plegic from  King  of  Prussia,  PA, 
Jim  bailed  out  of  a  plane  at  3,000 
feet  into  the  chilly  water  of  Lake 
Wallenpaupak  in  northeast  Pennsyl- 
vania. "Jim  is  the  first,"  said  Cliff 
Krause,  editor  of  Sports  and  Spoke 
magazine,  which  keeps  tabs  on 
feats  of  people  confined  to  wheel- 
chairs. 

"The  water,"  said  Jim  McGowan, 
"was  shockingly  cold."  He  plans  to 
try  it  again,  as  soon  as  he  warms  up. 

Technology  and  therapy  can  carry 
a  disabled  person  only  so  far.  As 
Buddy  Spivey,  Richard  Kinney, 
Gordon  Kincaid  and  countless 
others  have  graphically  demon- 
strated, the  rest  of  the  journey  de- 
pends on  the  courage  and  persis- 
tence of  each  human  being.  Every 
day,  men  and  women  with  handi- 
caps that  may  have  once  seemed  in- 
surmountable are  working,  playing, 
learning,  traveling  and  laughing. 
With  cheerful  optimism  they  get  up 
each  day,  "shoot  for  the  stars  and 
touch  a  rainbow."  f\
